Chinese prisoners of war and in- 
jured 120 others in quelling a 
riot today. The prisoners were 
celebrating the third anniversary 
of China’s Communist regime 
when some fanatics turned the 
jubilee into an attack on their 
guards. 


Two American soldiers were in- 
jured slightly. 


“It was really a fight,” a pris- 
oner of War Command spokes- 
man said. “Due to all the con- 
fusion that surrounds an inci- 
dent like this one, many details 
aré lacking. The majority of 
those killed and wounded were 
shot.” | 

The 500 Red prisoners battled 
two infantry platoons—about 80

CIA, in common with all other security 
agencies of Government, is extremely active 
in exercising such vigilance. 


There cannot be the slightest objection to this 
statement. It makes clear that Gen. Smith is 
describing sound intelligence procedure. It also 
makes just as clear that although the Central 
Intelligence Agency is continuously on the alert 
to ferret out possible Communists in its ranks, 
the CIA has yet to find a single one. And it 
makes clear how difficult it is to track down 
disloyal persons and how much it challenges the 
resources of an agency so expert as the CIA. 

To his credit, President Truman chose in Gen. 
Smith a highly experienced military man to head 
the CIA. Gen, Smith was chief of staff for 
Gen. Eisenhower in Africa and at SHAEF in 
World War II. For three years Gen. Smith was 
the United States Ambassador to Communist 
Russia. His deputy at CIA is Allen Dulles, a 
wartime leader in the Office of Strategic Serv- 
ices, and brother of Republican leader John 
Foster Dulles. 

Surely these men can be counted on to use 
every possible vigilance to find any Communists 
who may have worked their way into CIA. If 
they cannot be so trusted, the question arises: 
Who could be? In view of these facts, any ex- 
ploitation of Gen. Smith’s testimony by Gen. 
Eisenhower’s campaigners ought to°be scotched 
by Gen. Eisenhower himself. There are real 
issues in the campaign. It is not necessary to 
exaggerate what, Gen. Smith said into an issue. 

If G.O.P, partisans want to find an issue in 
Gen. Smith’s testimony let them read what he 
said about Gen. George C. Marshall, wartime 
Chief of Staff and former State and Defense 
Secretaries: Here is what Gen. Smith said:

The Slingshot at 38 

Just as the World Series begins, there is 
time for a brief tribute te-Samuel Baugh, quar- 
terback of the Washington Redskins’ professional 
football team. Leading his team to victory 
against the Chicago Cardirials, Mr. Baugh tried 
11 forward passes in the first half, completed all 
of them, and still had enough energy left to 
trade punches with a 250-pound tackle and be 
banished from the game. 

All this is by way of indicating that Sammy 
Baugh is now 38 years old, in his sixteenth 
season of pro football, and never before had 
been asked to depart from the field. But a man 
is never too old to learn, and*there is not much 
left for Baugh to learn about football. 

A tough, wiry, winning. veteran is Sammy 
Baugh. For 38 is to football as Satchel Paige to 
baseball, Joe Walcott to boxing and autumn to 
the life of the lyric poet. Still there is no Sep- 
tember Song for Sammy. 
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Blame in the San Juan Air Crash 

It is hard to believe that a modern airline 
would be guilty of negligences which the Civil 
Aeronautics Board imputes to Pan American 
World Airways for its Puerto Rican crash last 
April. Yet Pan American offers no satisfactory 
evidence that CAB’s indictment is not deserved. 

It was as a direct consequence of one error 
after another, the Board’s report indicates, that 
52 persons lost their lives near San Juan, when 
one of the DC-4’s four engines failed on take-off 
and the airplane was ditched. 

CAB says the No. 3 engine, which failed, 
should have been changed before the San Juan 
take-off when metal particles were found in the 
nose section, indicating it was unfit for service. 
The Board suggests Capt. John C. Burn could 
have prevented the crash if he had applied all 
available power to the three remaining engines 
when the No. 3 engine conked out, but that he 
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depends on finding better and cheaper ways of 
doing business. ; 7 

Equally important, functional integration is 
the best means to the lowering of political bar- 
riers. Patriotism, language, culture and religion 
always stand in the way of a direct merging of 
political identities. The motives of profit and 
economic survival, however, make industrial 
pooling relatively easier. And once economies 
have been joined together, political separatism 
makes less and less sense. 

The pooling of European transport systems is 
still far from accomplished. The proposal must 
still be approved by the Strasbourg Council of 
Foreign Ministers. After that, the approval of 
the governments of the participating countries 
must be obtained. And only then is a council to 
be set up for working out the plan in detail. 
But the first step has been taken, and the de- 
velopment of the Schuman Plan seems an earn- 
est that the others will follow. 

After all, necessity is a great promoter of 
progress. Faced by the consolidated strength of 
the Soviet Union, the smaller countries of West- 
ern Europe—dream as they may of the days 
when they were genuine world powers—have 
little choice but to consolidate their strength and 
to provide a new base for augmenting it. 
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An Improvement But No Cure 

As they know, the members of the Citizens’ 
Committee studying the St. Louis financial prob- 
lem must be on guard against wishful thinking. 
They must be skeptical about any short-cut or 
painless solution. Perhaps they yielded a bit to 
a temptation of this sort in authorizing an inves- 
tigation of employes under the municipal service 
system—and perhaps not, 

It is all to the good, of course, that they 
should have asked the Governmental Research 
Institute tq see whether city departments are 
overstaffed and whether superannuated employes 
are being kept on the payroll. To some degree, 
civil service safeguards are subject to such 
abuse. But in checking up, it is well to bear in 
mind what happens when jobs are a matter of 
pure political patronage. 

The lack of a proper retirement. plan is the 
chief reason why older people stay on.in munici- 
pal jobs. Suitable pensions would promote effi- 
ciency. But Victor D. Brannan, director of the 
Governmental Research Institute, probably was 
right in saying that such a set-up would not re- 
sult in. any very great economy. It would take 
some people off the payroll, but at a price. We 
believe the price would be worth the resulting 
increase in efficiency. And we believe that years 
of faithful service deserve a suitable pension. 

The Citizens’ Committee, however, will have 


to look deeper for a genuine cure for the city’s 


chronically unbalanced budget. 
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Mr. Skinker’s Insidious Message 

Water Commissioner Skinker has exhibited 
colossal nerve in printing an anti-fluoridation 
message on the backs of water bills now being 
mailed to home owners throughout the city. 
Who gave: him the authority to use a public 
instrument to spread this kind of propaganda? 
And who paid for the printing of his insidious 
little message? 

Mr. Skinker has been against the proposal to 
fluoridate the city’s water supply for a long, 
long time, although he disguises his real position 
by raising the Big Doubt as to the efficacy and 
safety of the program, and saying “Let's wait.” 
This despite the fact he, as a layman, stands 
against all reputable scientific opinion. He aiso 
stands against the city’s own Health Department, 
which bears the prime responsibility in this 
matter and which enthusiastically indorses the 
fluoridation program. 

One might ask, then, what prompts Mr. 
Skinker to keep up the battle against a program 
that. promises such a startling reduction in 
dental decay among children: Mr. Skinker has 
all but given the answer himself. He is worried 
more, it seems to us, about the effects of the 
program on “certain industries.” Does his 
water-bill message represent the thinking of 
those industries? 

Mr. Skinker is entitled to his opinion on the 
merits of fluoridation, no matter how little it 
reflects the general welfare. But even as a 
minor public official, he has no right to use 
water bills for furthering his private views. He 
has taken a great deal upon himself, and Mayor 
Darst ought to make that clear to him. 
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The Toll Road Picture 


In suggesting toll roads for Missouri, State 
Senator William Quinn says “it is a case of these 
highways going through Missouri or around it.” 
Before the State develops a feeling of being all 
alone in a maze of toll roads, however, it had 
better inspect the real picture.

“In crystal clear language, it 
gives us the first account of the 
challenge of the life of Jesus we 
have had in our contem;orary his- 
tory,” he said. 

Copies of the new Bible were

Beautifying America would 
have a dollars-and-cents value 
beyond public comprehension, Ed- 
ward D. Stone, noted New York 
architect, said here yesterday. He 
conferred with St. Louis leaders 
in art and architecture at the City 
Art Museum and was given a con- 
ducted tour of the museum by 
Director Perry T. Rathbone. 


Stone, co-designer of New 
York’s Museum of Modern Art, is 
on his way to Kansas City to de- 
liver the keynote address before 
a regional American Institute of 
Architects conference on the need 
for collaboration of architect and 
artist. His cther appearances here 
were before Washington Univer- 
sity art students yesterday and 
members of the Institute's St. 
Louis chapter last night. 


‘Materialistic Age.’ 


“We live in a materialistic age, 
in which the artist has but little 
part,” he said in an interview. 
“Though we have produced great 
creative workers, they must func- 
tion, by and large, only at the 
public’s appreciation level. 

“The great task we face is to 
interest people in beauty, if neces- 
sary even through emphasis on 
pocketbook values. I’m just back 
from my first visit to Europe in 
25 years, and I now know this: 

“If Americans realized what a 
great and enduring commercial 
asset is each work of art adorning 
street corners in Rome and Paris, 
we'd have many more successful 
blends of art and money like 
New York’s Rockefeller Center. 

“Architects have a social obli- 
gation to provide for products of 
sculptors, painters and landscape 
artists. City planners must not 
envision boulevards without park- 
ways nor highways without trees. 

“If we don’t watch out, pretty 
soon our only Sunday diversion 
will be driving in our lemon- 
colored convertibles to view noth- 
ing but used car lots, filling 
stations and fields full of empty 
beer cans, as an English visitor 
once predicted.”

Mosquito Hunter 
Lets Them Bite 


By Peter Wyden 
LMOST any evening lately, a frail, khaki-clad 
man could be observed 


waited—but rarely for 
long. 

“Biizzz,” came the 
mosquitoes, diving 
hopefully onto the 
fellow’s arms, legs and 
face. He didn’t slap 
them or wave them 
off. Patiently he 
watched as they dug 
their fangs into his 
flesh and dfew a little 
specimen of his b - 

i Then he got out his 

8 “kill tube,” filled with 

FRED C. HARMSTON cyanide, swooped it 
on top of the merrily munching mosquito, killed 
it, put it in a cigar box, and got ready for another 


catch.

THE CITIZEN engaged in this unconventional 
behavior is Fred C. Harmston, and he was busy 
making one of his many “bite collections.” 

It isn’t precisely a hobby with Fred to get bit- 
ten My, say, 80 mosquitoes a night. He is an ento- 
mologist with the United States Public Health 
Service, specializing in disease-carrying insects. 
Right now Fred is “on loan” for a year or two 
to the County Health Department, charged with 
doing something about the area’s mosquitoes. 

Fred says they're as bad here as any place he’s 
worked in his 15 years at the job, and “bite col- 
lections” are one way of fighting them. 

“We go out from dusk for as long as we can 
stand it,” said Harmston, a modest, almost bashful 
fellow. “‘We usually go in pairs so we can catch the 
mosquitoes in places you can’t reach yourself.” 

He paused for a bit and added admiringly: 

“Some fellows that are really expert can catch 
one on their own ankle. They work with a mirror.” 
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FREQUENTLY, FRED’S COMPANION is Law- 
rence Ottersbach of the city health department, a 
strapping youg fellow who is sufficiently zealous 
about mosquito-catching to take off his shirt, too, 
when he goes hunting. 

“The more biting area is exposed, the better the 
catch,” he says. 

“You see,” Harmston resumed, “all species of 
mosquitoes don’t bite. We’re only interested in 
those that do. So if we find an area with large 
numbers of mosquitoes, we want to know whether 
perhaps many of them are the non-biting kind 
that we can forget about.” 
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FRED SAYS HE NEVER has become ill as a 
result of mosquito bites and he refuses to believe 
that there is anything unusual about a man work- 
ing at a. job that involves getting bitten up by 
what the Government considers, health-wise, the 
No. 1 insect menace. 

“Jt isn’t bad when you get used to it,” he says. 
“Tell the truth, I sont Pay any attention,to it.” 

One likely reason why Harmston doesn't spend 
much time scratching his bites is that he’s pretty 
busy since moving himself, his wife and his five 
children to St. Louis last spring. First thing he 
did was to get his one-pint dipper and collect 
specimens from actual and potential breeding 
grounds such as lakes, rivers and rainpools. The 
results have been staggering. 

As late as last week, in the Kinloch area, a mos- 
quito man could collect 10,000 iarvae per dip. 
,/ And it takes just six to 10 days from the egg to 
the @dult, jet-powered mosquito, 
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WHILE IT’S TRUE that a mere 23 of the 1600 
existing mosquito species have so far been iden- 
tified in these parts, some of the worst trouble- 
makers are well represented. There’s the Aedes 
mosquito, for instance, a vicious biter with a re- 
spectable flight range of four to five miles. 

“You've absolutely got to knock out the first 
ones in the spring,” says Harmston. ‘The adults 
may live for several months. 

Then we've got the Culex and Anopheles types 
whose breeding season is now just past its peak 
but probably won't be over until mid-October. 
They're nasty biters, too. 

Harmston and his collaborators have also found 
the Aedes vexans, the most important mosquito in 
the area because it is suspected of being capable 
of carrying encephalitis. The Anopheles quadrin 
maculatus type also has hung up a “Home, Sweet 
Home” sign in St. Louis. It can carry malaria, 
although no fresh cases of the disease, have been 


reported. 
te se 


WITH HARMSTON’S ASSISTANCE, the city 
and the county communities of Kirkwood, Clayton, 
University City, Richmond Heights, St. Ann and 
Webster Groves have set up mosquito control pro- 
grams. Spraying and “fogging” by chemicals has 
made some inroads on the mosquito breeding 
grounds painstakingly plotted on Harmston’s maps. 
There may be some improvement next year but 
no major mosquito relief is in sight until 1954. 

The obstacles are awesome. There are, for in- 
stance, 45,000 rain-catching basins in the city 
alone and an estimated 30,000 of them are mos- 
quito hotbeds. Spraying them with the big city 
equipment costs an exorbitant 10 cents per basin 
and must be repeated again and again. 

Then there's the bustling mosquito colony around 
Gravois creek. 

“It’s just like a South American jungle,” Harm- 
ston says. “You've got to cut your way in with a 
machete.” 

Most of all, the Government mosquito man fs 
irked at the thought that there are spots in the 
metropolitan area where local authorities have not 
yet declared war on the Aedes, the Culex and 
their pals. 

_ “Mosquitoes don’t respect political boundaries,” 
he notes. “They don't care where they bite.”

Marigolds

ARIGOLDS are a popular annual. They are grown from 

seed in a seed bed. 

During their infancy they must be protected from the 
glare and heat of the sun. They mist be regularly watered. 
The seed bed must be placed close enough to the house for 
convenience, but at the same time not where the seedlings 
will be exposed to the depredations of cats, dogs and other 
domestic animals.
